WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
Amid widespread, but entirely un- 
substantiated rumors of a meeting 
between President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill came a 
message from the presidential va- 
cation yacht yesterday which might 
—or might not—dispel them, de- 
pending on what was read between 
the lines, 

The wireless message, sent by 
the skipper of the yacht Potomac 
and made public by the Navy De- 
partment here, said: 

“Cruise ship proceeding slowly 
along coast with party fishing. 
Weather fair, sea smooth. Potomac 
River sailors responding to New 
England air after Washington sum- 
mer.” 

Apparently the “Potomac River 
sailors” were the President and his 
companions—Rear Admiral Ross 
T. McIntire, his physician; Capt. 
John R. Reardall, naval aid, and 
Maj. Gen, Edwin M. Watson, his 
gecretary—who have accompanied 
Roosevelt on many week-end ex- 
cursions on the river during the 
summer, 


But anyone inclined to 
the rumors of a Roosevelt-Church- 
ill rendezvous despite the complete 
lack of confirmation could find 
food for speculation in the ab- 
sence of any specific. statement 
that Roosevelt himself was aboard 
the yacht. 

It also was possible to interpret 
the phrase “Potomac River sail- 
ors” as an indication that Harry 
L. Hopkins, lease-lend administra- 
tor who was last reported in Lon- 
don, might be aboard the Poto- 
mac. Hopkins has been Roose- 
velt’s most constant companion on 
the river excursions.

Russians killed—which it 
admits is “fantastic”—raises an 
interesting point. The ratio of 
dead to wounded in the World 
War and in previous campaigns 
of the current war has run 
1 to 3..

LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP).—Britain 
expects Thailand to resist any Jap- 
anese invasion, and British aid in 
such event will hinge on the will- 
ingness of the United States to co- 
operate in strong measures, an au- 
thoritative source declared today. 

The implication was that the 
United States must be willing to 


co-operate in more than an eco- 
nomic blockade of Japan if Britain 
is to give strong backing to Thai- 
land 


That British imperial forces were 
making ready for any Japanese 
thrust into Thailand—which might 
be either or both a threat to Singa- 
pore or the Burma road lifeline of 
the Chungking Chinese Govern- 
ment—was indicated by a Reuters 
agency dispatch from Singapore.

What Is Wanted of U. S. 

The British are looking toward 
a policy of British-American co- 
operation extending beyond diplo- 
matic and economic measures, ap- 
plicable not only to the possible 
situation of Thailand, but to the 
entire Far East. 

Reuters said that the parallel 
“hands off Thailand” warnings by 
United States Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull and British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden were re- 
ceived in Singapore with great sat- 
isfaction. 

Thailand is in a “position of 
danger,” a British informant said 
in an authoritative world military 
review. He added that the na- 
tion’s army numbers but 50,000 
and its equipment is limited but 
its air force “makes up in quality 
what it lacks in size.” 

In Melbourne, the Australian 
Navy Minister, William M. Hughes, 
asserted that it was Japan's to 
decide whether there was to be 
peace or war in the Pacific.

BRUNO MUSSOLIN 
KILLED TESTING 
NEW TYPE PLANE 


Dictator’s Son, 23, Had 
Flown in 3 Wars—TIwo 
Others Dead in Crash of 

~ Long-Range Bomber. 


ROME, Aug. 7 (AP).—Bruno 
Mussolini, 23 years old, second son 
of Premier Benito Mussolini, was 
killed today in the crash of a long- 
range bomber he was testing as 
commander of a detachment that 
was to use the plane. 

He died at 10 a. m., near Pisa, 
and four hours afterward the Rome 
radio announced his “glorious 
death at a post of. combat.” 

Two other flyers—the second 


pilot and a mechanic—were killed 
in the crash while the remaining 
members of the eight-man crew 
were injured. 

His father, himself a pilot, flew 
at once to Pisa with his chief of 
air force, Gen. Francisco Pricolo. 

Mussolini, on his arrival, passed 
before the field force in solemn 
review and then, with his first son, 
Lieut. Pilot Vittorio Mussolini, 
went to Sant Chiara Hospital 
where they paused before Bruno’s 
body. Afterward the Premier vis- 
ited the spot where his son’s plane 
crashed. 

Pope Pius, King Vittorio Em- 
manuel and Queen Elena sent 
their personal condolences to the 
father, 


In Three Wars. 


“This morning Capt. Bruno Mus- 
solini died gloriously near Pisa 
following an. accident in the flight 
of an experimental plane,” said 
the official announcement. 

Thus ended a young life into 
which action in three wars had 
been jammed, along with the thrills 
of trans-Atlantic flight, air and 
motor racing. 

In Ethiopia, Bruno Mussolini 
bombed the armies of Haile Selas- 
sie, in Spain he bombed Alicante, 
Barcelona, Valencia and Cartagena 
and in the present war he loosed 
bombs over falling France and 
later took part in raids against 
the Greeks and in other Mediter- 
ranean operations.

A crowd estimated by police at 
8000, milled about the plant gates 
quietly during the morning. Auto- 
mobiles jammed the highway for 
two miles in each direction. 

One hundred CIO stewards 
worked with police to help main- 
tain order. In addition to mainte- 
nance workers and guards, 300 of- 
fice workers and 100 Navy De- 
partment employes were permitted 
to enter the plant. 

CIO officers said the principal 
issue was a “modified union shop, 
upon which the union insists but 
which the company seems deter- 
mined not to grant.” 

Statement by Company. 

L. H. Korndorff, company presi- 
dent, termed the strike a breach 
of an agreement between the 
union and company last June 23 
and said the only important issue 
was the union’s demand for a 
closed shop. 

“The policy of this company,” 
he said in a statement, “is that the 
right to work in our shipyards 
shall not be dependent upon mem-

Barkley Seeks Speed. 

Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, the majority leader, had 
asked leaders to agree to drastic 
restrictions on debate in order to 
reach the final vote today. The 
chamber consumed virtually the 
entire day yesterday in debate on 
one amendment. With passage of 
the measure, House leaders were 
reported ready to start considera- 
tion promptly. 

Gen. George C. Marshall, chief 
of staff, told the Military Commit- 
tee recently that, unless Congress 
passed the legislation quickly, a 
National Guard anti-aircraft regi- 
ment acutely needed in Hawaii 
would have to sail for home Aug.

The 12-month limitation was re- 
jected yesterday by an unexpect- 
edly one-sided vote of 50 to 21.

HENDERSON SAYS 


PIE BIL SHOULD 
EXCLUDE WAGE 


Administrator Tells House 
Committee Curtailment 
of Pay Would Regulate 
Workers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP). — 
Leon Henderson, head of the Office 
of Price Administration, said to- 
day that control of wages, while 
important in preventing inflation, 
should not be included in a price 
fixing bill. 
Testifying before 
Committee, 


the House 
Henderson 


said: 
“I do not regard it necessary to 


include in a price control bill all 
the elements—utility costs, interest 
charges, transportation costs, and 
personal services. 

“But I am not unmindful that 
unless they are kept in bounds, 
it would be impossible to control 
inflation. My conception is a nea#l 
for a close relationship between 
the agencies charged with the re- 
sponsibility of keeping in bounds 
these various factors, 

“If you undertook 
wages you'd be controling 
ployes also.” 

Henderson said, however, that 
no group should take advantage 
of current conditions to demand 
“indecent increases.” 

No other country in the world, 
he added, has combined wage con- 
trol with price fixing. 


Wages Not His Field. 


He said, too, that when he was 
given his present job, President 
Roosevelt did not assign to him 
the subject of wage control. 

Representative Williams (Dem.), 
Missouri, suggested that the ques- 
tion of installment buying might 
be covered by the bill, but Hen- 
derson disagreed. 

“Henderson said this question 
apparently was covered by the 
Emergency Banking Act of 1933. 

“The question is of such critical 
importance that if the law does 
not cover it, there should be a 
law,” he addéd. 

He told Representative Ford 
(Dem.), California, that “unbridled 
installment selling,” would help 
nullify any other attempts at price 
fixing. He added that installment 
credit involved twice as much pur- 
chasing power as bank credit in 
the last nine of ten months. 

The wage question came up at 
the request of Williams, who was 
questioning Henderson for the sec- 
ond day. 


Cost of Living Approach. 


“It is obvious,” Henderson began, 
“that price inflation cannot be 
curbed if wages or any other cost 
is allowed constantly to rise. No 
group should take advantage of 
this situation created by the-Gov- 
ernment’s new demands to get in- 
decent increases in the charge it 
makes to the community.” 

A little later, he added: 

“The most important way to 
keep wages under control is to 
influence the cost of living by 
keeping prices in bounds. The ap- 
proach to the wage thing is 
through the cost-of-living basis.” 

Henderson said that the average 
worker had received only a 2 per 
cent advance in real wages re- 
cently and that a recent “golden 
period” for workers probably was 
over because there would be fur- 
ther price rises.

20 N AREA IN MONTE 


Mrs. Adele Klein of Fairview 
Station Was Bitten 
by Tick. 


Mrs. Adele Kiein, 65 years old, 
of Fairview Station, near Belleville, 
died today at St. Elizabeth’s Hos- 
» pital, Belleville, from Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever, a rare disease 
transmitted by the wood tick. 

Mrs. Klein was bitten on the 
scalp by a tick two weeks ago. 
She developed a fever and com- 
plained of headaches two days 
later and was taken to the hos- 
pital, where it was thought at first 
she was suffering from heat pros- 
tration. Last Wednesday it was 
discovered she was suffering from 
spotted fever. She was returned 
home, but removed. again to the 
htospital Saturday after she had 
become unconscious. 

She was the second person in the 
St. Louis area to die from the fever 
in the last month. The first was 
Dr. Warren R. Rainey, assistant 
professor of clinical survery at 
Washington Uinversity Medical 
School, who died after he had been 
bitten by a tick on his farm near 
Salem, Ill. Surviving Mrs. Klein 
are her husband, Joseph, classified 
advertising manager for the Hast 
St. Louis Press, a daughter and 
two sons.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 7.— 
The Missouri Retail Grocers’ As- 
sociation raised about $1300 and 
employed Edgar Keating, Kansas 
City attorney and former State 


Representative, in an effort to se- 
cure passage of the “unfair sales 
act” in the recent session of the 
Legislature, George G. Cromer, 
treasurer of the association, said 
today. 

Croner said the money was con- 
tributed by grocers throughout 
Missouri, including some in St. 
Louis. The largest contribution 
was about $15, he said. 

The measure, which passed the 
House of Representatives but died 
in a Senate Committee, would have 
prevented use of so-called “loss 
leaders” by making it illegal for 
retailers to sell merchandise be- 
low cost. 


Keating Says He Got $1000. 


Keating told a reporter he was 
retained with the agreement that 
he would receive $1000 if the bill 
passed t House and another 
$1000 if it passed the Senate. He 
was paid the first $1000, he said, 
but had no claim to the second. 

“I worked and talked for the 
bill in the usual legitimate way,” 
Keating said, “and bought a few 
drinks and dinners for legisla- 
tors. I'd do it again.” 

Keating shares an office with 
Harry I. Schwimmer, attorney 
who represented distributers of 
pinball machines and coin- 
operated phonographs in legisla- 
tive matters. 

Theodore L. Evans, president of 
the Crown Drug Co. of Kansas 
City, told a reporter he had been 
asked to contribute to the fund, 
but refused. One of the men who 
approached him said the goal was 
set at $25,000, Evans said. 


John T. Westfall, secretary of 
the St. Louis Retail Grocers’ As- 
sociation, said today Gilbert 
Jones of Kansas City, secretary 
State organization, had 
asked St. Louis grocers to con- 
tribute toward the expenses of 
working for passage of the “un- 
fair sales act.” 

“We agreed to help defray rea- 
sonable and legitimate expenses,” 
Westfall said. “I understood the 
money would go for traveling and 
other expenses of Hilary Bush of 
Kansas City, the regular attorney 
for the State and Kansas City re- 
tail grocers’ organization.” 

Westfall said the St. Louis asso- 
ciation sent a check for $250 for 
expenses to Jones. No other con- 
tributions were made by St. Louis 
grocers, he added, although an 
article was published in a trade 
paper asking for contributions. 
Only $17 was received in response 
from the entire State, he said.

adjacent to Jefferson Barracks. 

Park and playground facilities 
for defense workers and ftheir 
families, with addition of nine 
new parks, five in southern part 
of the city, two central and two 
in the northwest section, and im- 
provement of existing parks and 
playgrounds. Recreational fa- 


cilities to be provided particu- 
larly for adults, with night light- 


Two service zones recreational 
centers, one for white and one 
for Negro enlisted men, on prop- 
erty to be furnished by the city.

The plan is based on 
estimates that 45,000 to 60,000 em- 
ployes will be recruited for opera- 
tion of defense industries in the 
St. Louis area, meaning an addi- 
tion of 150,000 to 200,000 to the 
population of the area, of which 
the county would have about 75 
per cent.

GERMANS REVIEW 
SMOLENSK FIGHTING 


BERLIN, Aug. 7 (AP).—Com- 
pared with “extraordinarily high” 
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losses inflicted on the Russians, 
Germany's cost in the battle of 
Smolensk was “moderate,” the 
high command asserted today. 

It related the hitherto untold 
details of what it claims as an ab- 
solute victory in the almost four- 
weeks’ struggle on the road to 


own cost a secret. 


Authorized military commenta- 
tors, however. said German losses 
on the Eastern front have been 
“proportionately the average of 
what they were in the Western 
and Southern campaigns.” This 
campaign has been much more ex- 
tensive and more men have been 
involved, they said, but the per- 
centages have been “within the 
limits of what they were in Poland, 
France and the Balkans.” 


No ‘concrete figures will be dis- 
closed for the present, it was said, 
because they might divulge infor- 
mation helpful to the Russians. 


In the Ukraine, where some Ger- 
man observers look for the next 
major development, Nazi sources 
reported today that the remainder 
of surrounded Russian troops are 
“facing destruction.” 


In the battle of Smolensk alone, 
said the long review from Adolf 
Hitler’s headquarters, 126 trains, 
six armored trains, thousands of 
motor vehicles and 15 bridges were 
destroyed. It also repeated figures 
given yesterday of 310,000 Russian 
prisoners, 3120 pieces of field ar- 
tilery and 3205 tanks captured 
and 1098 planes destroyed. 


Other Booty Reported Taken. 


The booty also included quanti- 
ties of supplies and equipment still 
gancounted, said this follow-up re- 
port in which the high command 
promised yesterday to tell point 
by point how Germany’s soldiers 
pierced the Stalin line and drove 
a salient deep toward Moscow. 


Essentially, the high command’s 
account is a repetition of the story

Secretary Thus Comments 
When Asked if Vichy’s 
Satisfactory. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull Micated 
today that American relations with 
the Vichy Government depended 
more on French action in defend- 
ing French territory Ahan on as- 
surances just received from Vichy. 

He has received a French note 
substantially along the lines re- 
ported in press dispatches from 
Vichy, Hull told his press confer- 
ence. 

Asked whether these new assur- 
ances were satisfactory, Hull said 
he still wanted to know mofe about 
what was going on in Vichy. 

The French note was reported 
to have expressed Vichy’s inten- 
tions of defending the empire in 
its own way. 

Hull’s remarks led some observ- 
ers to infer that the note failed 
to satisfy the American Govern- 
ment on the question of defense of 
French Africa and other territory 
or resistance to Axis demands for 
military bases and other conces- 
sions. 

The note, which Hull indicated 
might be made public, followed a 
statement last week by Sumner 
Welles, then acting Secretary of 
State, who declared that American 
relations with Vichy and authori- 
ties in French territories would be 
governed by the “manifest effec- 
tiveness with which those authori- 
ties endeavor to protect these ter- 
ritories from domination and con- 
trol by those powers which are 
seeking to extend their rule by 
force and conquest or by the threat 
thereof.” 


U. S. IS EXPECTED

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—While 
the Vichy Government is in one 
of its periodic crises, unable to 
make up its mind how much to 
yield, the American administration 
has about decided to give direct 
help. to Gen. Charles de Gaulle and 
his Free French. 

This will not, and cannot, be in 
the form of “diplomatic recogni- 
tion.” Gen. de Gaulle does not 
and does not say he heads a valid 
French Government. But the Unit- 
ed States will hardly longer re- 
frain from giving aid to “those 
French territories whose rulers are 
resisting aggression.” 

This means French Equatorial 
Africa, Syria and less possessions. 
Moreover, a near future should see 
in Washington something like a 
“Free French delegation,” con- 
ceivably under no less a distin- 
guished soldier than Admiral 
Emile Henri Muselier. 

These measures will not exactly 
please Vichy; they will not please 
the Germans. But the American 
administration has just about run 
out of patience toward Vichy. 

When Anibassador William D. 
Leahy at Vichy protests against 
successive acts of self-abasement 
by Petain, Darlan and Benoist- 
Mechin, he is constantly told that, 
since the “United States is not a 
military power,” our opinion cuts 
very little ice. To which Wash- 
ington is about ready to retort 
that the men of Vichy do not con- 
stitute a free government at all, 
but at best a sort of German cat’s- 
paw. Therefore, whatever reas- 
surances Vichy gives concerning 
its intention of not turning over 
North African bases and the 
French fleet to the Germans are 
likely to be considered as just a 
few more empty promises. 

Effort to Get Egypt. 

One reason is that the American 
administration has a good deal of 
information. Washington knows 
how far the Vichy Government 
went with the Germans in the de- 
fense of Syria and how the French 
defense of Syria was but one ele- 
ment in the German attempt to 
seize Egypt in a pincers. 

But for the slowness of the cam- 
paign against Crete and the pre- 
mature rebellion of the Iraqi, 
armed by Syrian French, the Ger- 
mans would have seized Syria and 
used it as one of their two bases 
for the offensive against the Suez 
Canal, 

Reinforcements from France ac- 
tually passed through German-con- 
trolled France to Salonika and 
there succeeded, in part, in get- 
ting into Syria—with the collabora- 
tion of the Germans, whose air 
fleet would have participated in full 
in the operation had it not been 
disorganized by the duration of 
the Crete campaign. 

These facts are proved by the 
testimony of men included in these 
reinforcements who, after the sur- 
render of Syria, havg volunteered 
for service with Gen. De Gaulle. 

People here, are coming to be- 
lieve that Vice-Premier Jean Dar- 
lan had promised the participation 
of the French fleet in this cam- 
paign egainst the Britisa and was 
only restrained by the failure of 
the Germans to provide adequate 
air protection.

knows that the battle is near’ in 
which he must make his last 
stand.”

When the fight is over, however, 
Witnesses “who have held, fast in 
integrity will receive blessings,” 
Rutherford prophesied. There was 
applause twice when the speaker* 
dwelt ‘on the imminence of the 
theocratic state and again at the 
conclusion of the talk. 


Rutherford, tall and bald, spoke 
from manuscript rapidly and with 
little expression. Listeners at 
times followed him with difficulty 
when the thread of his sentences 
became tangled in mazes of Bibli- 
cal quotation. Several thousand 
persons left the auditorium before 
he had finished. 

Rutherford, accompanied by 
guards arrived at the Arena just 
before his ‘speech and left imme- 
diately afterward. Thousands of 
the Witnesses missed even a4 
glimpse of him. 

His words, however, elaborating 
the theme, “God’s chosen people 
shall receive blessings,” reached 
everybody. 

Likens Witnesses to Job. 

Rutherford likened the Witnesses 
to Job. He reminded his hearers 
that Jehovah allowed Satan to tor- 
ment and try Job, who, however, 
had the faith to endure to the 
end. So today, Rutherford said, 
Satan and his servants are trying 
and tempting the Witnesses of 
Jehovah. 

“The Axis powers, instruments 
of Satan; have opposed theocratic 


government and. have persecuted 
the faithful,” Rutherford said. 
“Those witnesses who have suf- 
fered death in lands controlled 
by’ Germany are now in the king- 
dom of Christ Jesus. Such is the 
province of the faithful. 

“Even in the United States, the 
land of the free, Witnesses have 
been persecuted, beaten and hailed 
into court because of their beliefs. 
But everywhere Jehovah's servants 
are persevering. 

“We shall all be subjected to 
further insults. But thanks be to 
God, we see the theocratic govern- 
ment near.” “

gestion, adequate transportation 
to new defense plants and eilmina- 
tion of existing hazards to safety. 

“It is particularly appropriate at 
this time that ways and means be 
considered for improving the mass 
transportation service,” the state- 
ment said, “in view’ of greatly in- 
creased industrial activities in this 
commuity and consequent vehicu- 
lar congestion on the streets.” The 
conferences between the city and 
the utility looking toward such im- 
provement were started at the in- 
stance of Mayor Becker shortly 
after he took office last April. 

Changes in Fares. 

The 50-cent student pass would 
take the place of the present ar- 
rangement under which 10-ride 
weekly tickets are sold for 70 cents.

U.S, FLYER KILLED IN ENGLAND 


Observer Loses Life in Crash of 
Amdrican Plane. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP).— 
The death in England of a United 
States Army air force flyer, First 
Lieut. Laird W. Hendricks, 25 
years old, of Jacksonville, Fila., 
was disclosed today by the War 
Department. 

Hendricks, a military observer, 
died July 28 in the crash of an 
American plane which was not en- 
gaged in combat, the War Depart- 
ment said. Further details were 
withheld from the initial announce- 
ment.

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Reds Report Picked Nazi Division 
Routed, 2500 Killed or Wounded 


Tanks, Guns and Bodies of Storm Troopers 
Hurled Into Air by Artillery Blasts 
—Germans Drunk, Russians Say. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 7 (AP).—The 
Soviet Information Bureau's morn- 
ing communique told of the rout 
of a German Schutzstafel (Storm 
Trooper) division by a Red army 
formation commanded by Col. 
Tishinsky, in which 2500 Nazis 
were killed or wounded. 

(The normal strength of a Ger- 
man division is about 15,000, in- 
cluding three infantry regiments 
and other units, but presumably 
the one reported routed was 
smaller since the Russians said it 
had only two infantry regiments.) 

The Russian account: 

“The command of the Soviet 
formation learned about the ar- 
rival of a new German division on 
the Eastern front the very day of 
its arrival. Early in the morning 
Lieut. Savelyev, heading a group 
of scouts, captured German Lance 
Corp. Ludwig Simmler, who bore 
the design of a skull and cross- 
bones on his collar. 

“At interrogation he said his di- 
vision was formed of SS detach- 
ments of the Nazi party. The di- 
vision fought in France and Greece 
and was to deal ‘a decisive blow’ 
in one of the main directions of 
the Eastern front. 

“The lance corporal added that 
a warlike spirit prevails in the 
division, which consists of two in- 
fantry regiments and one artillery 
regiment, and that it was preparing 
for an offensive. 

“Soon after the Fascist division 
actually launched an attack. Col. 
Tishinsky ordered artillery fire on 
the advancing German columns. 
Shells scored precise hits. Dam- 
aged tanks, motorcycles, machine- 
guns and mine throwers and mu- 
tilated bodies of Fascist soldiers 
were flung into the air. 

“But the Fascists, who, as it was 
found later, were all drunk, were 
armed with automatic rifles and 
supported by tanks, again advanced 
in close formations against our 
fortifications. 

“Our Red army coolly let the 
Fascists come close and «then 
opened a hurricane of rifle, ma- 
chine-gun, mine thrower and gun 
fire. In the heat of the attack 
Soviet speed bombers appeared 
above and showered the enemy 
with bombs. 

“When the ‘Toden Kopfe’ (Death's 
Head) wavered, Red army men 
launched a bayonet charge and 
completed the rout of the Fascist 
division, 

“The German command tried to

withdraw on trucks to the rear 
miserable remnants of the arrogant 
‘Toden Kopfe,’ but artillery of the 
Tishinsky formation promptly lo- 
cated the fleeing column and de- 
stroyed many trucks crammed with 
Fascist men and officers. 

“Such ‘was the inglorious end of 
the ‘psychological attack’ of a 
picked Fascist division. 

“According to precise data the 
division of ‘Toden Kopfe’ lost about 
two and a half thousand ‘killed 
and wounded men and officers. 
Thirty German light tanks and 
armored cars, 80 motorcycles, about 
500 automatic rifles, 90 machine- 
guns and sub-machine-guns and 45 
mine throwers were destroyed by 
our artillery and mine thrower 
fire.”

The German official version re- 
ports a break-through northward 
between Lake Peipus and Lake 
Iimen to a point “close to Narva.”

Mitchel Field Geared for Wartime 
Action, With Its Flyers Trained to 
Defend the Skies Over America 


Pilots Stationed at Long Island Base, Only 
Few Minutes From Manhattan, Study Task 
of Beating Off Possible Bomber Attacks on 
Northeastern States.

MITCHEL FIELD, N. Y., 
Aug. 7 (AP). 
N Long Island, in this eagle’s 
(ees of the growing American 
air force, they are getting 
ready to defend the skies over 
America. 
The army’s Mitchel Field swarms 
with men and machines in the 
manner of a giant bee hive, and 
there’s a steady buzz from the fast 
planes droning overhead. 
It’s one of the army’s important 
interceptor commands, with pilots 
trained for the job of beating off 
any bomber attacks that might be 
directed toward the Northwestern 
states. There are other such com- 
mands at strategic points along 
the coastal and border states. 


The field is a few minutes away 
from the heart of Manhattan, but 
one steps from a world of leisurely 
pace into the throbbing center of 
wartime action: once passing the 
sentries at the gate. 

The place is geared for wartime 
action day or night. From the time 
they roll out of bed in the early 
morning, the flyers’ hours are ra- 
tioned. They are training against 
time, 

On a typical day, the flyefs 
breakfast and then report for duty 
and march to the hangars for fly- 
ing assignments. The planes, 
groomed by the mechanics, are 
waiting for them on the line. 

A new arrival, or trainee fresh 
from training school, is assigned 
to a plane, and as far as possible 
flies that one machine until he 


#knows it as well as the owner of 


a jalopy knows its eccentricities. 
Each Flight Checked. 


He is given a “mission” to fly, 
and each flight is checked min- 
utely by carefully kept charts 
which disclose whether he climbed 
too steeply or banked too quitkly 
in following a predetermined 
course. Gradually, he learns to 
correct his errors. 

The more experienced pilots go 
up for gunnery practice or forma- 
tion flying, the most difficult, 
thrilling and exacting of maneu- 
vers. It’s a game of follow the 
leader that requires steady nerves, 
instant reflexes and cool precision. 
Back on the field after an hour 
or so aloft, the men check the con- 
dition of their planes with , the 
mechanics to correct any flaws in 
the performance, 

Then they are ready for class 
work. Throughout the remainder 
of the morning and early after- 
noon they check planes, engines 
and controls, break down machine 
guns and reassemble them, study 
radio communication and minor 
repairs in transmission and receiv- 
ing sets, study Spanish and tech- 
nica] subjects such as air naviga- 
tion and meteorology. Each is 
schooled in company administra- 
tion and mess management. 

The flyers have no set routine 
of daily duties such as the infan- 
try or artillery branches of the 
service. Schedules vary from day 
to day. There is so much.-to learn 
in such a short time and the 
American pilot still must spend

|most of his time learning the les- 


sons coming out of the war in 


Europe. 
Blind Flying Required. 

The War Department requires 
each of them to have at least 10 
hours experience annually in night 
flying and 20 hours of blind fly- 
ing, by instruments alone, with a 
total of 100 hours aloft. 

Afier their day’s duty is ended, 
the men are free to go their own 
ways until time to report again. 

These flyers never may hurtle 
their ships against an'enemy, with 
bullets streaming from multiple 
machine guns, but they are learn- 
ing fast and will be ready if war 
should come, 

“They are the best in the 
world,” an officer says proudly. 
“No other nation can produce such 
flyers in such numbers as we can, 
or equip them as well and give 
them ships so well built.” 

And one believes him after 
watching the pilots in action and 
talking to them about the one 
topic in which they have any real 
interest—flying. 

They are the cream of Ameri- 
can youth, and they have supreme 
confidence in their ability. They 
are good and they know it. They 
don’t have to tell you to make 
you feel it, too. 

Physically perfect, they have 
survived rigorous examinations 
and long training to earn their 
wings at the West Points of the 
air. .Only 60 per cent of the 
youths who begin training are ca- 
pable of meeting the requirements 
of army pilots. 

A few months ago these lads 
were lounging on college campuses 
in Georgia, Alabama, Indiana, 
Texas. Now the preliminaries are 
past. They are on their own as 
full-fledged fighting men. There’s 
no instructor to guide them when 
they push the nose of a plane into 
the sky. 

Watching them, one thinks of 
the words of Maj. Gen. H. H. Ar- 
nold: “The air fighter we know 
to be the stout shield which turns 
the bomber spear from the heart 
of mankind.” 

These young men, some of them 
looking no more than youngsters, 
are the shield to turn any bomber 
spear aimed at New York, at Bos- 
ton, at Philadelphia and other 
Eastern seaboard cities and mili- 
tary centers. Their counterparts 
are found in dozens of other army 
flying fields over the nation.

Reds Best on Defense. 


There’s general agreement, too, 
that the Finn is most at home in 
the woods and prefers to fight 
there, while the Russian prefers 
to fight out in the open. There’s 
further agreement that the Rus- 
sian is unparalleled, as one Gen- 
eral put it, in defense but inferior 
in offense. 

Finnish Generals never belittle 
an enemy. One of them related 
how the Russians made three 
hopeless attacks on two Finnish 
islands in Lake Ladoga. 

“Why, off one island they. lost 
900 men; off another 500. From 
that whole assault only 60 Rus- 
sians eScaped with their lives. It 
was plain suicide. No other sol- 
diers would have done it.” 


Five Days to Take Hill. 


Another General told how a Rus- 
sian unit had been encircled on a 
wooded hill measuring about 75 by 
100 yards. 

“It took us five days to take that 
hill,” he said, “and there wasn’t 
one Russian alive to tell the story. 
“We used rifles, machine-guns, 
howitzers, even the heaviest artil- 
lery so that the Russians must 
have realized the hopelessness of 
their position. 

“Yet they stuck it out until their 
last man had been killed. You 
put a common Russian soldier any- 
where and tell him he must stay 
there and he'll stick, come what 
may.” 

I put this question to three Fin- 
nish Generals: “Are there any 
signs whatever of Russian morale 
breaking down?” In every case 
the spontaneous reply was, “None 
whatever.” 


Reds Trapped, Fight On. 


“A favorite tactic of ours is that 
of the ‘motti,’. or sack—in other 
words, encirclement,” one General 
said. “The battlefield in our sector 
is one vast series of mottis. Often 
we must literally kill every man 
within a motti before we can con- 
sider an area cleaned of the 
enemy. And there also are the 
tactics of a surprise attack from 
the rear.”

One man froze to death at his farm 
mear Deer in Newton County, another 
perished over on Cave Creek when he 
slipped and broke a leg while hunting, 
freezing to death, although friends found 
him probably an hour after his accident. 


One of the whittlers told of the great 
snowball that rolled down Pilot Moun- 
tain, gathering size and momentum as 
it traveled. It rolled over the habitation 
of three old bachelors, rolling them into 
the ball of ice and snow. It landed in 
the valley, and when it began to thaw 
in the spring, a bevy of old maids gath- 
ered about it to grab an arm or a leg 
and claim possession when the mass 
thawed down to where the bachelors 
were rolled in, each being about as active 
as he ever was. 

One told of a rare adventure when 
wading Tomahawk Creek. The _ cold 
wave struck suddenly and froze the 
creek into a solid sheet of ice. To liber- 
ate him, his friends chopped out the 
block of ice in which he was standing 
and hauled it to a nearby farm house, 
where it was melted away before the 
fireplace. 

Oldtimers resent that any recent event 
should surpass or even equal those of 
long ago, so one oldtimer—judged to be 
near the century mark from the length 
of his whiskers—related a story he heard 
from grandpappy “when I was a boy.” 

The story was that Point Peter Moun- 
tain and Horn Mountain, now the north 
and south boundaries of Richland Val- 
ley, were once separated by a crevice 
not more than a yard wide. Then there 
came the coldest winter this hemisphere 
has ever known. 

A little stream of water trickled down 
the crevice between the two mountains, 
and this froze into a solid mass. 

The stream was fed from springs in 
the heart of the mountains, and as more 
water came into the crevice, it froze 
and the block expanded, all the while 
forcing the two mountains farther apart 
until the distance between them was 
more than a mile. That’s how Richland 
Valley and its creek were created. 
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Another related how 30 years ago the 
‘Buffalo River froze over from bank to 
bank. The ice, like the water in the 
river, was clear as crystal. Coons, pur- 
sued by dogs, ran to the river, tried to 
swim on the ice and were easily caught. 
The ice in the river was three years in 
thawing, this patriarch said. 

One told of an important scientific 
discovery as the result of the thermome- 
ter dropping to 30 below zero 35 years 
ago. One man had five barrels of apple 
cider which had reached the classifica- 
tion of “hard.” They were stored in his 
barn. When the great freeze came, the 
barrels of cider froze and burst. 

The ice seemed so clear that the man 
chopped into it. As the contents froze, 
it appeared the alcohol had been forced 
to the center, so that in each frozen bar- 
rel there was a core of pure apple bran- 
dy. The discovery soon became the prop- 
‘erty of the neighborhood, and it has not 
been forgotten. 

Soon the storekeeper appeared to 
change the theme of conversation. He 
had just received a large consignment 
of ice cream, and the shivering listeners 
were poor customers, WILL RICE.

NATION VS. STATES IN DEFENSE. 

By a margin of only five votes, the House today 
refused to follow the Senate’s example in overrid- 
ing the President’s veto of the Federal defense high- 
way bill He vetoed the bill because it provided for 
distributing repair funds on a pro-rata basis to all 
the states, not on a basis of actual defense needs: 

“The House vote means that the bill is dead. How- 
ever, there is certain to be a new bill, and the nar- 
row margin of the House vote—2561 to 128—is far 
from giving assurance that its members will adopt 
the President’s sensible point of view. In the Sen- 
ate, the vote was 57 to 19 for overriding, indicating 
strong support for the pork-barrel method of allot- 
ing funds to which Mr. Roosevelt objected. 

It was obviously fair to divide Federal highway 
aid among the states in normal times on a basis of 
area and population. Any other plan might have 
kept some states from getting their proper share. 

National defense, however, is an altogether dif- 
ferent matter. It isn’t an improvement project for 
the benefit of individual states; it is an emergency 
program for protection of the whole nation. If 
more highways in the East have strategic impor- 
tance than those in the Rockies, the Government 
must be able to use its road-improvement. funds ac- 
cordingly, and not be compelled by a statutory re- 
striction to see that Montana gets a corresponding 
amount for every dollar spent, say, in New Jersey. 

The President, Cabinet members, army and navy 
chiefs tell us a defense crisis is here. But treating 
defense appropriations as if they were pump-priming 
funds is merely playing the old pork-barrel game, in 
which every legislator tries to gather political pres- 
tige by getting all the money possible for his home 
district. 

Senator Vandenberg, who upheld the veto in the 
debate.and by his vote, made a significant point: 
“The President says he can do for $25,000,000 with- 
out apportionment what this bill would do for $126,- 
000,000.” In other words, scattering funds among 
the states would mean an added cost of $100,000,000 
for the taxpayers. In a program of 40 billions-plus, 
this may seem small, but it would mean more taxes, 
more sacrifices, in order to gratify a provincial view 
of national defense. 

More than the money is at stake in this issye; an 
important principle is involved. A few months ago, 
the country ridiculed a plan proposed by W. Lee 
O’Daniel, then Governor of Texas, for his State to 
raise its own army and build its own navy. What 
the Senate approved is the same principal that 
provoked jeers when a political mountebank ad- 
vanced it. Are we a united nation, seeking to build 
an impregnable defense system, or are we a group 
of disunited states, scrambling for funds from the 
Federal Treasury, regardless of the national need?. 

Chairman Cartwright of the House Roads Com- 
mittee, predicting the House would join the Senate in 
overriding the veto, said, ‘““There are strategic high- 
ways in every state in the Union.” Of course. But 
aren’t some strategic highways of greater importance 
than others? Shouldn’t the important routes, as 
designated by army officials, come ahead of the 
remote and relatively minor highways? 

It is downright amazing that only 19 Senators 
voted to uphold the President’s veto of this mani- 
festly illogical and impracticable provision, and that 
Truman and Clark of Missouri, with their knowledge 
of defense problems, voted to override the veto. 

The bill will now have to come up for fresh debate 
and repassage in both houses, if money is to be ap- 
propriated for defense highways, and that is certain- 
ly a necessity. Will the Senate recede from the nar- 
row, selfish view it showed in voting to override 
the veto? With a change of only three votes, the 
House would also have voted to override. Will its 
members decide to consider the national interest 
rather than the states’ local needs?

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THE SHIPYARD STRIKE. 

The country cannot be too gravely concerned over 
the sudden strike which has tied up a New Jersey 
shipyard holdfig $493,000,000 of defense contracts. 
If there is a more vital segment of the defense pro- 
gram than shipping, it would be hard to find it. 

We are straining to build a two-ocean navy be- 
fore we may be called upon to fight a war in two 
oceans simultaneously. We are trying immediately 
to build up enough strength so that our navy can 
maintain an effective Atlantic patrol while keeping 
Japan fully covered in the Pacific. We are striving 
with all our might to turn out merchant ships to re- 
place those sunk by the German bombers and U-boats 
which are trying to strangle the British Isles. 

That work should stop even for an hour in Amer- 
ican shipyards as they address themselves to this 
urgent task is a menace to the security of this na; 
tion. This fact stands, regardless of whether the 
union or the company is primarily responsible. 

The union charges the company with taking a 
“fence-straddling attitude” about complying with an 
agreement put forward by the National Defense Me- 
diation Board. The union says it has accepted this 
agreement in principle, but admits it has held out 
for one minor reservation. 

But whatever the provocation, and no matter how 
bad the company’s labor record may have been in the 
past, this fact remains: There is a nation-wide ship- 
yard agreement against strikes and lockouts for the 
period of the emergency, or until June 23, 1943, 
whichever is the shorter period. The union has 
struck in violation of this agreement. 

In a recent radio address by Morris L. Cooke, 
chairman of the Shipbuilding Stabilization Com- 
mittee of the OPM Labor Division, reprinted in our 
Mirror of Public Opinion yesterday, much was made 
of the series of stabilization agreements under which 
shipyards in the four major geographical zones are 
operating. 

“In my judgment,” said Mr. Cooke, “few more far- 
reaching or constructive policies affecting the de- 
fense program have been executed.” He referred to 
the agreements as “an industry-wide pact of peace 
and productivity.” 

This they may still be—and we pray that they 
are—but something has broken down at Kearny, 
N. J. Here is a call for the highest and most skillful 
statesmanship. 

Will all concerned rise to the occasion, vali- 
date the claims made for the stabilization program 
and get about the business of producing vital ships 
for the United States and Britain? -. Now is their 
chance, and they will not be given a very long period 
of grace by a public which is in no mood to tolerate 
a serious interruption in vital defense production, 
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WISE STEP IN THE AIRPORT PROBLEM. 

The Municipal Airport Commission has decided 
to ask the help of the Civil Aeronautics Authority at 
Washington in the location of a second flying field 
for St. Louis. This is a well-advised decision. The 
CAA is in touch with airport progress the country 
over. If its administrator, Brig. Gen. Donald H. Con- 
naly, comes out here to survey our difficulties and 
the means for correcting them, we will receive ad- 
vice. of the broad-gauged sort which St. Louis needs. 
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NOW A “FILLED MILK” BILL SCANDAL. 

The 1941 Legislature had an opportunity to pro- 
tect public health and the consumers’ interests when 
the “filled-milk” bill was introduced. It was a 
measure intended to replace the present unenforcible 
law on this subject. “Filled milk” is made of 
skimmed milk by adding vegetable fats as a substi- 
tue for the missing butterfat. Its food value is 
far below that of genuine milk, but it is often mis- 
taken by consumers, usually those in thé lower in- 
come brackets, for condensed milk. To eliminate 
such mistakes, and also frauds, 30 other states al- 
ready control the sale of this product. 

The bill was passed by the House, but was killed 
in a Senate committee. And now it is reported that 
even this public-health measure, to protect the poor, 
was not immune from the money itch of legislators! 

It would take $1500 to get the bill out of the House 
committee, sponsors of the bill assert they were in- 
formed. Some became indignant at the suggestion, 
and others replied they would “rather lose the bill 
than get it passed that way.” It is also reported 
that money was being used against the bill. 

This is the latest of about 20 unfinished episodes, 
relating to attempted shakedowns and slush funds, 
which have been made public since Charles M. Hay 
issued his blast against greedy legislators. Each of 
these episodes has increased the public demand for 
an all-out investigation by constituted authorities.

SECURING AN AIR FRONTIER. 

The bloodless war to keep the Nazis out of South 
America was advanced yesterday when Pan: Amer- 
ican-Grace Airways took- over a commercial route 
from Lima, Peru, to Corumba, Brazil, by way of 
La Paz, the capital of Bolivia. 

This is territory which until recently was cov- 
ered by affiliates of the German Lufthansa. ‘The 
Peruvian Government halted the operations of its 
section of the Lufthansa line not long ago, and the 
Bolivian Government has nationalized the German- 
owned Aereo Boliviano. On the Brazilian end of the 
new Pan American line, however, the German Con- 
dor line still operates. | 

Naturally, it is to be hoped that the Brazilian 
Government will soon follow the example of Bolivia 
and Peru, also the important lead of Colombia, 
which has taken over German lines covering terri- 
tory dangerously close to the Panama Canal. But 
come what may, the establishment of the new 
Pan American-Grace route is a welcome development. 
We are pushing the potential Nazi air frontier far- 
ther and farther away from the Panama Canal. Mean- 
while, what are we doing about the Nazi economic 
frontier?

Bernard Shaw Admits Blundering

Made two mistakes about Hitler, Irish playwright confesses, be- 
cause he credited him with ordinary intelligence; first expected 
Fuehrer to stop short of war, next expected him to stop short of 
war with Russia; now believes Stalin will not let us abuse the peace. 


From a Letter by G. Bernard Shaw to the New Statesman and Nation, London, 


OR the second time, I have blundered 

badly about Fuehrer Hitler and must 

apologize to your°readers. The laugh, 
I must own, is against me. 

The first time was when the late Neville 
Chamberlain was negotiating with him at 
Munich. Making the best of him, I took 
him to be a politician clever enough to 
calculate accurately just how far he could 
go in tearing up the Versailles Treaty clause 
by clause without provoking us to begin 
the Four Years’ War all over again. 

He had seen Mussolini firing on Corfu 
and getting away with it. He had seen 
the creation of Manchoukuo by Japan, and 
how Japan got away with it. 

The Fuehrer concluded that if we would 
stand all this without firing a shot or even 
rattling a saber, we would stand almost 
anything. So he armed Germany to the 
teeth in defiance of the Versailles Treaty, 
and marched his troops up and down the 
Rhineland, not only tearing up the treaty 
but throwing the fragments in our faces. 
He got away with it easily. 

Feeling how much farther he dare go, 
he demanded the City of Danzig and a 
right of way across the Polish Corridor. 
He complained that in Czecho-Slevakia Ger- 
mans were maltreated and enslaved. 

We were not in the least frightened into 
appeasing him. We were having a good 
time and did not want to be bothered. To 
rouse the British Lion to fighting pitch 
over the Rhineland, or the Polish Corridor, 
or indeed any place farther off than Mary- 
lebone lane, was impossible. 

Besides, by that time the treaty was so 
thoroughly discredited, and the policy of 
kicking Germany when she was down had 
brought her so much British sympathy, 
that we had no moral case against the 
Fuehrer. He could go so far without having 
to fight for it that I did not believe he 
would venture beyond that point; and I 
said there would be no war. 

. « 


I was wrong. I am always making mis- 
takes by imagining that other people are 
as clever as I am myself. The Fuehrer 
was not the first statesman to take me in, 
and will probably not be the last. When 
we let him alter the Czech frontier to 
Germany's entire: advantage, it seemed to 
him that he could do what he liked with 
us. He snapped his fingers at our guaran- 
tee to Poland, and took it by force. Stalin 
immediately seized half his boot}, and this 
time it was Stalin who got away with it. 

The moment the guns went, off, the Brit- 
ish Lion woke up. The smell of powder 
was enough for him; and without stopping 
to consider that we were utterly unprepared 
for so big a job, we declared war on Ger- 
many. Fuehrer Hitler had made the same 
mistake about Neville Chamberlain as I 
had made about himself. We, who had put 
up with so much from Italy and Japan on 
vital issues, now suddenly charged at him 
as Don Quixote charged at the windmills. 
It was pure knight-errantry and quite out 
of order. Just like us! 

Poland was not our business: she was 
the business of the League of Nations. We 
should have called a meeting of the League 


as in the case of Finland (arming hard: 


meanwhile) before breaking the peace. But 
that is not our way. We just went for the 
Fuehrer with horse, foot and artillery, call- 
ing him every name we could lay tongue 
or pen to, without a thought of the League 


or of anything else that stood between us. 

The Fuehrer told the world that his Ger- 
mans, as the superior race, would wipe the 
floor with us. And he certainly did wipe 
the floor of Europe with us so promptly 
that even the sleepiest of our isolationists 


and the mildest of our pacifists could not | 


deny that we had to turn the tables on 
him or never hold up our heads again. 

Mr. Churchill told him that we would 
never parley with him again; that we would 
fight him wherever we could catch him on 
sea or land without regard to anyone’s 
neutrality; and—this was a hot novelty— 
that he personally was fighting with a rope 
around his neck. 

In spite of all this, I blundered again 


when the news came of his massing troops. 


on the Russian frontier. Knowing the 
strength and reséurces of Russia, I could 
not believe that any man with intelligence 
enough to lace his own shoes could, in the 
middle of a very tough war, deliberately 
complete his own dreaded encirclement and 
make war on six fronts under no ascertain- 
able compulsion to commit military suicide. 

Can it be that he is as blind as all our 
own Tories and Clericals who persist in be- 
lieving what they have been telling them- 
selves for 20 years: that Stalin is a vulgar 
brigand and assassin whose rabble of tat- 
terdemalions must scatter before the Nazi 
legions like autumn leaves before October 
winds? If so, he is lost. 

But he is not as mad as that. The only 
sane explanation possible is that when Rus- 
sia refused to join the Axis, he concluded 
that Stalin was waiting to attack him in 
the rear when he was fully engaged on 
the West with Britain and America, and 
that his only chance was to smash the 
Red army first. The gambler’s last throw: 
double or quits.

ough the Fuehrer has let me down so 
heavily, my estimate of Russia’s power 
remains unchanged. I have not forgotten 
that when Russia was half-starved (because 
Lenin had not sufficiently studied my works 
and those of the Fabian Society), and at 
her last gasp militarily, with the White 
army in Kazan and Mr. Churchill planking 
down a hundred millions voted for the 
Four Years’ War to equip the B. E. F. 
for the stamping out of Communism, all 
Europe seemed in at the death of Unholy 
Russia; and yet, having no arms, uniforms 
or even boots to her feet, Russia easily 
appropriated those of our B. E. F.; raised 
an army out of the red earth of her villages, 
and cleared her soil miraculously of every 
enemy. Mr. Churchill was the first English 
statesman to call Lenin great. 

If Russia could do this with the rest of 
the world against her, I see no reason for 
expecting her defeat as a matter of course 
with the British Commonwealth and the 
U. S. A. at her back, however unwillingly. 

And now, what next? Well, Stalin, for 
a wonder, did not abuse his victory over 
Finland as America abused the victory of 
the North over the South, and as Clemen- 
ceau and Poincare and British democracy 
abused the victory of 1918. Suppose Stalin 
objects to our abusing the next victory 
when he has beaten Hitler for us!

As publisher of perhaps the 
leading evening newspaper of the 
Spanish-speaking world, 
had been a leader in the cam- 
paign spreading through the 
Western Hemisphere to preserve 
the American way of life against 
totalitarian threats. ( 
Long before the European war 
started, long before Munich, Bo- 
taha threw the full weight of in- 
fluence among half a_ million 
readers of Critica as well as 
many friends in Argentina, the 
United States, Great Britain, 
Mexico, Chile and Uruguay into 
a campaign to awaken the de- 
mocracies to the perils he fore- 


saw in German domination of 
Europe. 
He founded Critica in 1914, 


after a career as police reporter, 
song writer, columnist, poet and 
later had 
made it one of the great news- 
papers in South America. 

In 1936, the Federal Court ac- 
quitted. him on charges filed by 
the German Government that Cri- 
tica had libeled Adolf Hitler by 
calling him an “incendiary” and 
publishing cartoons depicting the 
Nazi swastika as a cross with 
hanged men dangling from it. 

In 1930, after the overthrow of 
President Hipolito Yrigoyen, Gen. 
Jose Felix Uriburu closed Critica 
and threw Botana in prison, later 
forcing him into exile. When the 
paper was confiscated, Botana 
threw newspapers into the street 
from an-upper story of the be- 
leaguered publishing building, and 
shouted news and _ editorials 
through loudspeakers. 

Surviving are two sons, Jaime 
and Helvio, who succeed him as 
publishers, and a daughter, Mrs.

Personally I am _ inclined to 
think that the British airman is 
nearer the sailor than the soldier, 
whereas the Nazi airman is nearer 
the soldier than the sailor.

the British airman is not. Like the 
sailor he counts continually with 
the unforeseen, counting on lead- 
ership and improvisation whereas 
the Nazi counts on staff work.

The German 
is accustomed to battling against 
other men; the Briton is accus- 
tomed to battling against the ele- 
ments, and the elements are ar- 
bitrary and do not take orders 
from the Luftwaffe command.

The British airmen say, “The 
Nazis believe ‘eir own propaganda 
is a jolly good thing for us.” 
The Nazis, for instance, are sur- 
prised at being fed in England. 
They expect brutal treatment. 
They do not get it from the Brit- 
ish airmen, but neither do they 
get the British airmen’s admira- 
tion. 


FR. J. L. MATHERY DIES 
EX-HEAD OF SEMINARY 


Funeral Saturday — Former 
President of St. Stanislaus 
Wase85. 


. The Rev. John L. Mathery, S. J., 
former president of St. Stanislaus 


Seminary at Florissant, and oldest 
Jesuit in the Missouri Province, 
died of the in- 
firmities of age 
today at St. 
John’s Hospital, 
where he was 
chaplain 15 years. 
At 85, Father 
Mathery was the 
last of the 77 
who were mem- 
bers in this prov- 
ince, which ex- 
tends to Milwau- 
kee and Denver 
and takes in 
British Honduras The Rev. John L. 
and India, when Mathery. 

he entered the 

order at St. Stanislaus Seminary 
on July 7, 1874. Born at Mais- 
songouette, Bas-Rhin, France, he 
was one of 12 youths who left 
Alsace for the seminary at Floris- 
sant 67 years ago. Only three of 
the group were living in 1934, when 
he celebrated his sixtieth anniver- 
sary with a solemn high mass in 
St. Francis Xavier’s (College) 
Church. 

Father Mathery was trained, 
with intervals of teaching, at St. 
Stanislaus Seminary, St. Xavier 
College (now Xavier University) 
in Cincinnati, Woodstock College 
in Maryland, and St. Louis Univer- 
sity. He was ordained here on 
May 5, 1887, by Bishop P. R. Ken- 
rick, and served as treasurer of 
St. Louis University for the re- 
mainder of that year and the next. 
Completing his tertianship at 
Florissant in 1889, he served as 
treasurer successively of Creighton 
University until 1895, St. Stanislaus 
until 1901, St. Mary’s College in 
Kansas until 1903 and-then St. 
Ignatius College, now Loyola Uni- 
versity, Chicago, until 1912, when 
he became president of that in- 
stitution. 

In 1915 he came to St. Louis as 
president and director of novices at 
St. Stanislaus Seminary, where he 
remained until 1923, when, 67 years 
old, he left the field of religious 
education to become chaplain of 
the House of the Good Shepherd. 
Two years later he became chap- 
lain at St. John’s, and served there 
until failing health required that 
he be relieved of his duties a 
year ago. 

Surviving are a nephew, John 
Worth of Indianapolis, and two 
nieces, Sister Wilhelmina Worth, 
O. S. B., of Sacred Heart Convent 
in Yankton, 8S. D., and Sister M. 
Imelda of St. Joseph's Boarding 
School, Pecq Hainauli, Belgium. 
The body will lie in state in the 
south. parlor of the university ad- 
ministration building, 221 North 
Grand, from 5 o’clock this after- 
noon until time for the funeral at 
9 a.m. Saturday. The services will

RABINDRANATH TAGORE 
DIES IN INDIA AT 80 


Winner of Nobel Poetry Prize 
in 1913 Succumbs After 
Long Illness, 


CALCUTTA, India, Aug. 7 (AP). 
—Rabindranath Tagore, %0 years 
old, famed as Indja’s greatest 
rodern poet and winner of the 


Nobel, prize for literature in 1913, 
die. here today after a long ill- 
ness. 

Tagore, who was seviously ill 
last October but made a remark- 
able recovery, underwent an oper- 
ation - cently for a kidney ail- 
ment, 

He was virtually unknown to 
readérs of the Western world be- 
fore he won the Nobel prize. 
After bestowal of the ‘award, his 
writings were translated into 
many languages and became best 
sellers. 

A great scholar, -lucator and 
social] reformer as well as a poet, 
he had traveled widely through- 
out Europe and: the Americas, lec- 
turing and reciting. 

He himself regarded as one of 
his greatest achievements the 
unique school he established in 
1901 near Calcutta. It grew into 
a world famous center of culture 
hnown as Visva-Bharati (Inter- 
national Universit). 

In 1915 he was knighted by the 
British Government in recognition 
of his work, but asked to be re- 
lieved’ of the title in 1919 in pro- 
test against the killings of: In- 
dians by British troops at Amrit- 
sar. 

Despite his interest in social re- 
forms, he managed to keep clear 
of Indian politics after a few ten- 
tative excursions into that field. 
He tried unsuccessfully on many 
occasions, however, to bring about 
Hindu-Moslem unity. 

The Japanese invasion of China 
stirred him deeply and in Octo- 
ber, 1937, he broadcast ~ message 
condemning Japan. 

Late in life he took up paint- 
ing, and an exhibition of his works 
—some of which were fantastic— 
was held in London in 1938. 

His gifts as a writer of English 
nade him one of the most success- 
ful ambassadors of friendship with 
England. Last August Oxford Uni- 
versity conferred on him the de- 
gree of doctor of literature.

Total Increase 3.7 Per Cent in 
Year, Says Industrial Con- 
ference Board. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 7 (AP).—An 
increase of one-half of I per cent 
in the cost of living during July, 
makfng the rise in 12 months 3.7 
per cent, was reported yesterday 
by the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board. 
Living costs for wage earners’ 
families, said the research organi- 
zation, now stand 24 per cent 
above the depression low of April, 
1933, bu’ are 114 per cent below 
the boom month of July, 1929. 
Living cost cuanges from June 
to July were listed as follows: 
Food—S8 of 1 ver cent higher; 
rents—.2 of 1 per cent higher; 
clothing—.3 of 1 per ce’: higher; 
coal—1.8 per cent higher; sun- 
dries—.1 of 1 per cent higher. 
The rurchasing value of the 
dollar, based on 1923 as 100 cents, 
was calculated as 112.5 cents in 
July, compared with 113 in June, 
116.7 in July 1940, and 99.7 cents 
in July, 1929.

RECIPES FOR DINNER wENUS 


Standing Rib Roast of Beef. | 
Season the roast with salt and 
pepper and place it, fat side up, in 
an open roasting pan. No rack is 
necessary as the bones keep the 
meat out of the juices. Insert a 
meat thermometer so that the bulb 
reaches the center of the largest 
muscle, taking care that the bulb 
does not rest on fat or bone. Do 
not cover roast or add water to the 
pan, Place in a slow oven (300 de- 
grees) and roast to the desired 
degree of doneness. The meat 
thermometer will register 140 de- 
grees for a rare roast; 160 de- 
grees for a medium-done roast and 
170 degrees for a well-done roast. 
Allow 18 to 20 minutes to the 
pound for a rare, 22 to 25 minutes 
per pound for a medium and 27 
to 30 minutes per pound for a 

well done roast. 

To Carve Roast. 

The roast is placed on the plat- 
ter with the small cut surface up 
and the rib side to your left. 

Insert the fork, with the guard 
up, firmly between the two top 
ribs. From the far outside edge 
slice across the grain toward the 
ribs. Make the slices an eighth 
to three-eighths of an inch thick. 

Release each slice by cutting 
close along the rib with the knife 
tip. 

After each cut, lift the slice on 
the blade of the knife to the side 
of the platter. If the platter is 
not large enough have another hot 
platter near to receive the slices. 
Make sufficient slices for all 
guests before beginning to serve. 

Jellied Horseradish. 

Boil six whole cloves in two cups 
water three minutes and remove. 
Dissolve one package lemon-fla- 
vored gelatin in liquid. Add one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. Chill until 
slightly thickened. Add one-half 
cup prepared horseradish. Turn 
into small tomato cups and chill 
until firm. Use as garnish for 
cold meat platter. 

~  _Jeebox Gingerbread, 

Two cups flour. 

One and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. 

One teaspoon ginger, 

One teaspoon cinnamon, 

One-fourth teaspoon allspice. 

One-fourth teaspoon cloves. 

One-fourth teaspoon nutmeg, 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup lard. 

One-half cup sugar. 

Two eggs. 

One-half cup molasses. 

One-half teaspoon soda, 

One-half cup buttermilk. 

Sift flour 6nce, measure and sift 
again with baking powder, spices 
and ‘salt. Cream lard and sugar, 
add eggs and mix well. Combine 
molasses and soda and add to lard 
mixture.* Add dry ingredients and 
milk alternately. Keep in covered 
dish in refrigerator until ready to 
bake. Bake in two nine-inch layer

One and one-fourth cup diced 
celery. 

Three cups ground cooked ham. 

Three hard-cooked eggs, sliced. 

Pickle fans. 

Lettuce. 

Drop macaroni into the boiling 
water, add the one tablespoon salt 
and boil rapidly until macaroni is 
tender (about 20 minutes). Drain 
and rinse thoroughly with cold wa- 
ter; drain. Soak gelatin in the 
cold water. Melt butter, blend in 
flour, add milk, and cook over di- 
rect heat, stirring constantly, antil 
sauce boils and thickens; add salt.

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sists of a large, thin, spiced pan- 
cake which has been rolled around 
fresh fruit. Actually this is a very 
thin pancake, at least 10 or 12 
inches in diameter, baked on a 
griddle. It is browned on only one 
side, since it: is too large to be 
turned easily. 
it from the griddle, the pancake is 
brushed lightly with butter, sprin- 
kled with sugar and then rolled like 
a jelly roll. Sugar is sprinkled 
on the roll, a few drops of lemon 
juice are squeezed over it, and 
the roll is run under the broiler 
for a half minute to brown and 
melt the sugar. The pancake may 
be served with syrup, honey or 
fruit sauce. New apple sauce is 
good with a lightly spiced rolled 
pancake. The spice might be a 
dash of cinnamon added to the 
batter. Thinly sliced peaches are 
excellent with plain pancakes. 
When waffles and fruit are com- 


‘bined, spread the slightly sweet- 


ened fruit over half the waffle, 
cover with the other half. More 
fruit.may be put on top, or the 
waffled “sandwich” may be sprin- 
kled ‘with confectioners’ sugar. Or 
it may be served with honey driz- 
zled over all. 

A point to keep in mind in mak- 
ing waffles or pancakes is that 
they are best when made from a 
quite thin batter. 

Pancakes. De Luxe. 

Two cups sifted flour. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two eggs. 

Two and one-half cups milk. 

One-fourth cup melted shorten- 
ing. 

Sugar, butter and one lemon. 

Sift flour, baking powder and 
salt together. Beat eggs slightly, 
add milk and shortening, and add 
to flour mixture. Mix to a smooth 
batter. Pour a half cupful of bat- 
ter at a time on a lightly greased 
griddle, tipping it so as to make 
the batter run out to the edges. 
Bake over moderate heat until un- 
derside of pancake is evenly 
browned, and top side is cooked. 
Do not turn. Brush lightly with 
melted butter, sprinkle with sugar, 
and roll like jelly roll. Sprinkle 
with sugar and lemon juice. Set 
under broiler for one-half minute. 
Serve with sirup, honey or fruit 
sauce. 

Yield: About six pancakes. 

Here are additional recipes which 
will help you make good use of 
the peaches now coming on the 
markets: 

Peach and Plum Preserves. 

Six cups (two and three-quarters 
pounds) prepared peaches. 

Six cups (two and three-quar- 
ters pound) prepared plums. 

Eight cups (three and a half 
pounds) sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Wash, peel, and remove pits 
from about four pounds firm, ripe 
peaches. Cut in thin slices. Wash 
about three pounds firm, ripe 
plums. Remove pits and cut in 
thin slices, Weigh or measure each 
into large preserving kettle. Bring 
slowly to a boil and simmer, cov- 
ered, about 25 minutes, or until 
fruits are tender, stirring care- 
fully, occasionally. (Add small 
amount of water, if necessary). 
Add sugar and salt. Mix well. Cook 
slowly until mixture boils, stirring 
only until sugar is dissolved. Boil 
rapidly about 20 ninutes, or until 
fruits are clear and desired con- 
sistency i reached, stirring rre- 
quently. Skim. Pour into clean, 
hot, sterilized jars or glasses and 
seal at once. Approximate yield: 
Nine half-pint jars or 12 (six oz.) 
glasses. 

Fried Peaches. 

Six peaches. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One-half cup sugar. 

Cut peaches in halves, remove 
stones, but do not peel. Heat but- 
ter and place peaches in pan with 
cut side down. Cook over low 
heat until tender, basting with 
butter and adding mu.» if nec- 
essary. Turn and cook on other 
side for few minutes. Add sugar 
and cook until sugar dissolves. 
Serve as meat accompaniment or 
as dessert. Makes six servings. 

Fruit Cup. 

Two cups orange and grapefruit 
pieces. 

One cup sliced ripe peaches. 

One unpeeled red apple, halved. 
and sliced. 

Six tablespoons lemon juice. 

One-half cup powdered sugar. 

Co.abine fruits and lemon juice. 
Divide among six to eight sherbet 
glasses; place in refrigerator to 
chill. When ready to serve, sprin- 
kle with powdered sugar. A scoop 
of orange or lemon ice may be add- 
ed i* desired. Serves six to eight.

The Southwest Missouri site, 20 
miles south of Joplin and 80 miles 
southwest of Springfield, is one of 
10 selected in advance of the ex- 
pected increases in the United 
States citizen army.

Hundreds of Moto 


rized Troops Move 


Through Countryside in Darkness— 
—Blackout Lamps Used.

FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo., 
Aug. 7.—The rough terrain of this 
95,000-acre reservation is proving 


ideal for the hardening of recruits, 
a process which includes secret 
night maneuvers under conditions 
simulating an actual military cam- 
paign. 

In the darkness of the night hun- 
dreds of motorized troops roll out 
of the sleeping camp in the heart 
of the Gasconade hills. 

An occasional sentry sees the 
long columns disappear eerily by 
devious roads into the hills, marked 
only by tiny blue “blackout lamps,” 
visible but a few yards away. Only 
the commanding officers know 
where they go, where the forces 
will meet, what maneuver is to 
be executed. 

Night Training Vital. 

One of the most important 
phases of training at this Seventh 
Corps Area center, the night move- 
ments are vital in modern war- 
fare for concealment from enemy 
airplanes and forces. 

Artillery is brought up, bridges 
built, positions prepared. Prob- 
lems of secretly withdrawing from 
imaginary enemy forces are worked 
out to the last detail. A march 
table is prepared with split-second 
exactitude, so that columns do not 
conflict on roads and forces will 
meet at the appointed time and 
place. 

Some of the artillery which 
moves at night, as well as during 
daytime maneuvers, consists of 
dummy 37-mhm. cannon so cleverly 
constructed that they can’t be told 
from the real thing at a distance 
of 100 feet. An anti-tank company 
which would use 12 37-mm. guns 
might ‘have but four real guns. 
The four are rotated among the 


men, affording practice in handling 
and firing them. 

The “dummies” utilized in tac- 
tical training serve a purpose un- 
til all army units get their full 
quota of equipment. Even when 
all equipment has been provided, 
the fake weapons may still be used 
for camouflage purposes, so han- 
dled and placed as to deceive ene- 
my aircraft @ilots. The “guns,” 
painted olive drab, were made 
from pipes, old axles, worn tires. 

60 Miles in a Night. 

Batteries rolling at night usu- 
ally travel in groups of four, ‘25 
trucks to a battery. The trucks 
are spaced at intervals of about 
15. yards, their drivers guided only 
by two tiny blue lights, front and 
rear, smaller than ordinary park- 
ing lights. They may cover 60 
miles in a night, prepare and leave 
under cover of darkness. 

Artillery firing is sometimes 
practiced in the middle of the 


-night. Shrapnel bursts are plotted 


and studied. Mysterious bodies of 
men move through the wooded 
hills, build pontoon bridges in dark- 
ness, learn to read maps at night, 
study luminous compasses and be- 
come familiar with every detail of 
the terrain and roads. 

Conditioning hikes are the order 
of the night.” Soldiers in full pack 
may be ordered out unexpectedly, 
marched through the darkness, in- 
structed to pitch camp in the field. 
Sometimes they will breakfast in 
the field before returning to bar- 
racks. 

Rainy nights are welcomed as 
opportunities for training in night 
maneuvers under adverse condi- 
tions. The muddier the roads and 
slipperier the by-paths the better, 
from the standpoint of the strate- 
gists. No smoking is permitted, for 
the flare of a match might cost 
lives and destroy a whole opera- 


tion in actual warfare.

IN CRETE, GREECE 
PUT AT 25680 


Figure Includes Prisoners 
and Dead—Totals Given 
Commons in Reply to 
Question. 


LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP).—War 
Secretary H. D. R. Margesson told 
the House of Commons today, in 
a written reply to a question, that 
British imperial forces left 25,680 
prisoners and dead in the evacua- 
tions of Greece and Crete. This 
included Australian and New Zea- 
land forces as well as those from 
the United Kingdom. 

The War Secretary said the latest 
information showed that of the 
total British strength in Greece 
at the beginning of the German 
attack, 57,757 officers and men, 
44.865 were evacuated. When the 
Germans attacked Crete, the Brit- 
ish strength was 27,550, and of 
these 14580 were taken safely 
away. 

Full details are not: available, 
but present information was said 
to show that the following was the 
total strength in Greece at the 
start of the German attack:

Strength. Evacuated: 
— 24,100 16,442 
Australian — —17,125 14,157 
New Zealand —16.532 14,266 

The figures for the unsuccessful 
defense of Crete:

The Crete totals at the start of 
the fighting included men evacuat- 
ed from Greece but not re-evac- 
uated to Egypt before the Crete 
operations.

Writer Says Former French Socialist Leader 
Was Writing Manifesto Reproaching 
\ Petain for Dishonor of Collaboration.

The fact was Marx Dormoy knew 
too much. He kne wtoo much 
about many of the leading figures 
in the Vichy Government for it 
to be safe to allow him to live and 
tell the tale at some more propi- 
tious future date. He had been 
Minister for the Interior in 1937, 
when the bomb explosions in the 
Rue de Presburg and the Rue 
Boissiere were intended as the sig- 
nals for a Fascist coup that never 
came off. 

The plot had been devised on-the 
pattern o fthe Reichstag fire. The 
bombs had been placed in the 
headquarters of the Employers’ 
Federation, ni the hope that suspi- 
cion would be thrown on the Com- 
munists and the organization of 
the workers, the Confederation 
General du Travail. In point of 
fact, as subsequent investigations 
revealed, the Fascist organization, 
the C. S. A. R.—Comite Secret 
d’Action Revolutionnaire — was 
solely responsible. Several of its 
members were arrested and two of 
its parent organizations were sup- 
pressed. 


Leaders Untouched. 


But while a few unimportant 
minnows were jailed, the whales 
at the back of the Cagoulards and 
the Croix de Feu could not be 
touched. Too many important fig- 
ures in French political and social 
life were involved for a popular 
government to take this risk. 

To certain forces in the Vichy 
regime Marx Dormoy’s part in 
these events was sufficient cause 
for his liquidation, But there were 
other reasons as well. Apart from 
his knowledge of the intrigues and 
treason that went on in high po- 
litical circles before the war, Marx 
Dormoy, since the armistice, had 
shown an obstinate refusal to ac- 
cept what he considered the be- 
trayal of France. He had been an 
outspoken critic of the policy of 
collaboration with the Nazis, 

He was a courageous man, as he 
proved in action at the front dur- 
ing the World War. He was a 
firm believer in the French re- 
public and in democracy. He voted 
against the suicide of the republic 
in the National Assembly on July 
11, 1940. In the days preceding 
that historic meeting he had 
spoken openly in the Senate 
against the incompetent @enerals, 
appeasers and reactionaries. Even 
after the formal burial of the re- 
public and the creation of a “New 
France” by the wave of the Petain 
wand, he refused to renounce his 
obstinate opposition. 

Was Writing Manifesto. 

When the Vichy government sup- 
pressed the official Socialist news- 
paper Populaire and started an- 
other so-called Socialist newspaper, 
L’Effort, Marx Dormoy sent a 
declaration to the French press 
warning party followers against 
this Fascist wolf in Socialist 
sheep’s clothing. Death cut him 
short in a further act of defiance 
of the Fascist leaders of France. 
He was at the time engaged in the 
draft of a manifesto which was to

Men have disappeared into the 
blackness of death or the doom 
of a concentration camp.

The murder of Marx Dormoy is 
something more than the murder 
of a prominent Socialist leader.

In his last letter to a friend, 
Marx Dormoy wrote: “You can 
tell the masses of the working 
people of France that until death 
I remain faithful to the ideals of 
my whole life—Democracy, Social- 
ism and the brotherhood of all 
peoples. I do not doubt for one 
moment that that human beast, 
Hitler, will be crushed by the co- 
alition of all free nations. France 
will be reborn and the name of 
Vichy will remain throughout the 
ages as the synonym of coward- 
ice, shame and treason.”

T is not too much to expect 
| your eyelashes to look thicker, 

longer and more lush than they 
actually are, and it is all done 
with one tiny mirror and a few 
good eye aids. 

The natural desire is to have 
long lashes which curl upward, 
Such eye beauty requires that you 
keep your lashes adequately lu- 
bricated night and day. You know 
that dry hair does not hold a curl, 
well, neither wili dry lashes. A 
bit of special lash oil or cream, 
or white vaseline will help to keep 
the hair glossy and versatile. Lash 
cream may be applied over your 
coloring to help counteract the 
drying effect of most mascaras. 
Any lubricant should be brushed 
on with a clean brush from the 
roots to the very tips. 


Either liquid, cake 
mascara may be used to make 
your lashes look longer (or to 
dramatize their actual length). 
The color is applied with another 
clean brush (your mascara brush 
must be washed after each appli- 
cation). Most women like to color 
only the very tips and the outer 
end lashes, but it is permissible to 
color the entire length of the lash 
if you wish. However, your brush 
must have only a speck of the color- 
ing on it as you work or you will 
discover that the lashes stick to- 
gether unattractively. A narrow 
fine brush which usually comes 
with a tube or cake of coloring is 
better for this purpose than a larg- 
er one. 


A second clean, dry brush is used 
to whisk off any surplus make-up 


or cream 


from the lashes before a bit of 
lash cream (for gloss) is applied. 

Now your lashes are ready for 
the curler which is shaped to fit 
the upper eyelid. Thig little in- 
strument with its scissor-like han- 
dle is easy to manipulate. You 
simply place it over the lashes, 
press it tight and hold it in place 
a minute or two. When you re- 
lease it your lashes are curling 
upward just as you dreamed they 
would! 

Of course you can improvise on 
this curling direction. For in- 
stance if you wish only your outer 
lashes to curl outward and upward 
(to get an Oriental effect) you 
may curl them that way. The only 
trick to curling lashes is in keep- 
ing them nicely lubricated. If your 
lashes are dry, and you color them 


. with mascara and then curl them 


you are quite likely to have a pair 
of kinky eyes. 

For extra-special eyelash glam- 
our (when you want to be a siren) 
you may (if you have a steady 
hand) draw a fine brown or black 
line close to the roots of your 
upper lashes before you curl them, 
This makes them appear to be 
twice as thick as they are, and if 
you do resort to this artifice re- 
member’ to act up to your eye 
glamour.

Science, it is quite true,. has 
learned to measure these mathe- 
matically (all but philosophy). 
We measure food and exercise by 
the heat-energy-unit, the calorie. 
Sunlight and air and sleep can be 
measured in various chemical, 
physical and psychological ways. 

But we don’t need oe onan 
perature gauges and tion 
eglorimeters and illumination me- 
ters around us all the time. Na- 
ture has provided us with a way 
for telling whether we have had 
enough to eat or enough sleep or 
whether the air is bad, or whether 


’ philosophy. 


“we have enough light to see by. 


We don’t always follow those dic 
tates wisely (we may eat and ex- 
ercise too much or sleep too little), 
but they are there just the same. 

It being the glorious summer 
time and the favored time for ex- 
ercise, it is rather interesting to 
know how many calories you use 
up. in each sport. 

A calorie is a certain amount of 
heat energy. A physically active 
woman uses about 2400 calories a 
day; a physically inactive woman 
about 2000, At an average meal 
you get about 800 calories. About 
1200 of your daily caloric expendi- 
ture goes to maintain your body 
heat. About 500 for ordinary ac- 
tivity, including exercise. 


DIFFERENT gporTs have dif- 
ferent expenditures. It is aston- 
ishing that muscle tension takes 
up so many calories. Thus skiing 
going downhill, which is just keep- 
ing your muscles tense, takes 27 
calories per pound per hour, as 
compared with horseback riding, 
which takes 10 to 19. According 
to Dr. William Engle, in his book 
“Sensible Dieting” (A. A, Knopf, 
publisher), we use less energy 
when we let ourselves go—we can 
run 158 yards on 15 per cent less 
calories than we can walk it—I 
presume momentum comes into 
that. 

Swimming 50 yards uses up 
about five to seven calories, de- 
pending on body weight. 

Dancing gives some weird 
figures—rhumba, nine calories per 
hour. Big apple, 11 calories per 
hour. Fox trot, about the same as 
the big apple. While the polka is 
away up to 17 calories per hour. 

You will burn up this many calo- 
ries per pound per hour in your 
daily activity if you are a: 

Seamstress, six calories; typist, 
25; housemaid, 60; laundress, 160; 
tailor, 50; metal worker, 150; car- 
penter, 165; stonemason, 300; saw- 
ing wood, 380.

JACK DONOHUE, 


OU’RE all’ familiar with that 
Y tnreaadare sequence in movies- 
about-the-theater, in which one 
actor gets sick and another takes 


-his place at a minute’s notice and 


does himself proud. It’s always 
seemed slightly phony in pictures, 
but Jack Donohue, ensemble direc- 
tor of the Municipal Opera, who 
has gone through that little scene 
in real life, not once but twice 
this summer, assures us it’s neither 
phony nor funny. 


He admits he laughed when they 
told him he had just four hours to 
learn his new role for “The Merry 
Widow,” a role vacated by Howard 
Freeman, who was ill. For one 
thing he was half-asleep when they 
broke the news to him, and for an- 
other thing he'd taken over one of 
Freeman’s roles, a part in “Sweet- 
hearts” on the same kind of short 
notice? He figured it couldn’t hap- 
pen twice. 


“You guys,” he snickered sleep- 
ily into the phone, “Nothing bet- 
ter to do than wake me up and 
tell me jokes.” | 


Then something penetrated his 
sleep-sodden skull. 

“You mean,” he muttered hoarse- 
ly. “Freeman’s really sick — 
again?” 

With all the dramatic fervor that 
he tries to impart to the cast, 
Stage Director Bob Ross insisted 
it was true. A few minutes later 
Richard Berger confirmed it, and 
four hours later Donohue was in 
the dress rehearsal, as Baron Pop- 
off, though still not exactly letter- 
perfect in the part. 


“It was a dirty trick,” Donohue 
laughed, as we sat on the sod and 
tossed questions at him during 
one of his 10-second rest periods 
backstage. “You see it was Sat- 
day and I had the day off—the first 
day off I’d had all summer. We'd 
given the kids of the ensemble the 
day off too, so I didn’t even have 
to show up for their rehearsal. 
And then they call me and tell me 
I have until dfess rehearsal that

night to learn 32 sides and one 
song.” 

Donohue’s wife was in California 
at the time so he didn’t even have 
the little woman to toss him his 
cues, Instead he shut himself up 
in solitary confinement and paced 
back and forth, popping off as 
Baron Popoff. 

“Thirty-two sides is a lot of talk, 
most of which I ad libbed,” he 
said, “but it didn’t bother me too 
much. As long as you know the 
show's got to go on, you just go 


“out there and do what you can. 


I couldn’t learn all the exact 
words, but I was able to put most 
of the lines in my words and 
make them fit into the scene. 

“I blew up in one scene Monday 
night,” he grinned. “That was the 
one with Wilbur Evans in which 
I couldn’t remember the next line 
for anything. I looked out front 
and happened to catch Bob Ross’ 
eye and I said, ‘Well, boys, here it 
is.. But while I was saying it, I 
remembered the line and went 
right on from there. And the au- 
dience was swell. They were real- 
ly grand to me and made it a lot 
of fun.” 

As someone remarked, Donohue’s 
costume looked as if it were slight- 
ly ad-libbed also, since there is 
quite some .discrepancy between 
Donohue’s handsome physique and 
flat tummy and Freeman’s unre- 
strained curves. 

“He's a short fellow and sticks 
out in front like this,” Donohue 
said, sketching a bay window in 
mid-air, “so you can imagine what 
a time I had fitting into his cos- 
tumes. 

“Joe Macaulay has one of those 
belly pads, so I wore that to help 
fill out the clothes a bit. But in 
the third act there was a scene in 
wHich the Baron had to wear a 
full dress suit. Freeman had 
planned on wearing his own full 
dress suit, so there was nothing 
for me to do but wear my: own 
and of course I couldn’t wear the 
pad with it. Instead I tried to 


Russian Ballerina 
By George Tucker 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6. 
HE looks as a ballerina should 
S look. That’s Tamora Toumo- 
nova, prima ballerina of the 
Monte Carlo ballet. She is Russian. 
She is vividly dark. She is 22. 

But when I saw her she was 
sneaking through the corridor of 
her hotel, half frigtened, murmur- 
ing “Moura” . . “Moura” . ‘ 
“Come to me, my precious Moura.” 

But Moura had her thoughts on 
the hotel roof and scampered an- 
noyingly out of reach and up the 
stairs. 

Toumonova tossed her dark 
curls indignantly. (You always 
address a prima ballerina by her 
last name. I don’t know why, but 
you do.) 


I seem to have neglected iden- 
tifying Moura. Moura is a seven- 
year-old Persian-Angora cat that 
has traveled the world and back 
again and loves it. But she has a 
yen for prowling in the sun on 
top of the hotel roof, and escapes 
the moment anyone opens the 
door. 


The dance critics in New York 
agree that Toumonova is tops, and 
I won't try to add to the critical 
valentines they wrote about her 
in her most recent metropolitan 
appearances. 


I would rather tell you some- 
thing about the girl herself, who, 
like the actor Paul Lukas, was 
born on a railroad train. ... This 
was during the Revolution and 
“Mother was escaping through 
Siberia, and there I was,” she ex- 
plains. They were escaping from 
the Bolsheviks and they wound 
up in Paris, where, before she 
was six, Toumonova had begun 
her career in the ballet. 

She said some very strange 
things for a young girl to say... 
She said, “I think the happiest 
time of my life was when I was 


around 12, but I was not at all 
happy when I was 15 or any time 
after that until I was almost 20.” 

I told her I thought this was 
most extraordinary. because from 
15 on most young girls are just 
beginning to meet boys and go 
out and have a good time. 


“I was too old too young,” she 
said. “I must have been 20 when 
I wa. 12. But that is all right. As 
I grow older now, I shall grow 
younger, like my mother. We are 
from the south of Russia, and 
when you are from the south of 
Russia you grow younger as you 
grow older.” 


That was a comforting thought, 
and as I am from the South my- 
self, but of the U. S., I could 
almost feel the years fall away 
from my now reasonably ancient 
frame. 


Toumonova gives herself just 
six years more as ballerina of the 
Ballet Russe <¢ Monte Carlo, 
“Then I will absolutely get mar- 
ried in a hurry or I will be. 28 
and that is enough” ballet.” 

She had not the slightest inkling 
as to the young man... “Proba- 
bly somebody. I’ve never even seen 
. » « But I will tell you this... 
It will be an American. I will not 
marry a Russian. It wouldn't go, 
not with my temperament.” 


So there it is, you young bucks, 
and don’t say yo weren’t tipped 
off. Right now Toumonova is on 
the road with the Ballet Russe de 
Monte Carlo . . . She goes from 
Texas to California and back 
again, and up through New Eng- 
land and Canada .. . She has 
coal black hair that divides in the 
middle and dangles beneath her 
chin. Her birthday is March 2, She 
weighs 106, is 5 feet 4. She adores 
Persian cats and likes Americans 
Further than this, deponent know- 
eth not.

Clever Play 
Gives South 
Extra Trick 


By Ely Culbertson 


DEFENDER’S lot can be very 
happy or extremely uncom- 
fortable, depending on the 
particular declarer who opposes 
him. The play of most declarers 
is so transparent that good defgnse 


_ boils down to simple arithmetic 


and even simpler logic. Only: oc- 
casionally do we meet a foeman 
worthy of our steel. Lét’s con- 
sider the following hand, which 
occurred in a recent duplicate 


game. 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 
Match-point duplicate. 


The bidding at two tables was 


identical, namely: 
South West North East 
1 spade Pass Pass Pass 
These two West players passed 
over one spade as a trapping meas- 
ure. The trap unfortunately, could 
not be sprung, inasmuch as both 
North and East promptly passed, 
but this represented no loss to 
East-West, inasmuch as they could 
not have made any contract of 
even two-odd. 


The opening lead was the same 
at both tables, namely, the heart 
king. When East played the deuce, 
both Wests shifted to the spade 
10. At one table declarer won 
this lead in his own hand in order 
to preserve dummy’s spade queen, 
then promptly returned a heart 
toward the board. West hopped 
up with the ace and laid down the 
club ace, watching carefully for 
East’s follow-suit card to see 
whether East wanted a club con- 
tinuation. When the club deuce 
was forthcoming, West banged 
down the diamond ace and, noting 
East’s nine spot, continued with 
diamonds. Thus, the defenders col- 
lected three diamonds, one club, 
and two hearts in a hurry, holding 
the declarer to his contract of one- 
odd. 


At the other table the declarer 
was a far better psychologist. He 
realized, when West shifted to the 
spade at the second trick, that it 
would be futile to try for discards 
on dummy’s hearts. If he left the 
spade queen inf dunmtmy, West 
would certainly grab the second 
heart lead and shift to a minor 
suit. Then it was dollars to dough- 
nuts that the defenders would col- 
lect their three diamond tricks and 
one club before surrendering the 
lead., 


This declarer figured out a way 
of obscuring the issue. He delib- 
erately won West’s spade shift 
with the queen in dummy, thereby 
taking out its only entry. Next 
he cashed two more rounds of 
spades, and only then did he lead 
his remaining heart toward the 
Q-J. Note how this line of* play 
“fixed” poor West. There was no 
earthly way of his knowing that 
declarer had started with only two 
hearts. Indeed, the course of play 
had strongly suggested three 
hearts in’ South’s hand. 
there cannot be the slightest criti- 
cism of West for deciding to hold 
up his heart ace in order to break 
communications between the South 
and North hands. Obviously, how- 
ever, that one heart trick stolen 
by the declarer was enough to give 
him an excellent match-point score.
